Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed the term "semantic hierarchy" and examiner pointed out 
that the term was broad enough to read on a simple sequenial listing of data, such aas what is shown in FIG. 8 of 
Brady. Discussed potential amendments to the independent claims to clarify that the semantic hierarchy of records 
was a parent-child relation and not a sequential listing relation, as sequential listing is one possible interpretation for 
"semantic hierarchy". Also discussed possibility of defining in independent claims that the parent -child relation was 
the structure within the database it self, which the independent claims do not yet define., Discussed possible 
submission of affidavit under 37 CFR 1 .132, although examiner indicated that amendment to the claims would more 
properly address the rejection, as such expert testimony as normally provided in such affidavit ofte do not recognize 
the various different interpretations of terms or the examiner's authority to make broadest reasonable interpretation of 
claim terminology.
